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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action Is persuasive and. therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

fornn the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitted to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the Invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Clainfis 7-10, 12. 13. 22, 24, and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Sakai et al. (6,353,720). 

Sakai et al. discloses a developing unit 4, a toner receptacle 40, a developing 
roller 41 , a toner supplying roller 42, and a cleaning roller 45 that removes the toner 
from the toner supplying roller 42 (note Fig. 12B). Note column 15, lines 5-50; column 
23, lines 23-67; and Fig. 13. Since the cleaning roller 45 contacts the supplying roller 
42. the movement between the two rollers caused by friction must somehow shake a 
portion of the toner supplying roller 42. 

Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kondo 
(Japan, 59-172665) as shown by Saha et al. (5,190,842). 
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Kondo discloses an image forming apparatus having a pliotoconductive medium 
5; a developing roller 2 rotating in contact with the photoconductive medium 5; a . 
developing unit frame supporting the developing roller 2 and storing toner 8 inside a 
receptacle; a toner supply roller 1 1 supplying the toner to the developing roller 2; and a 
cleaning unit 14 used to remove from the toner supply roller 1 1 the toner that remains 
after the toner is transferred from the toner supplying roller 1 1 to the developing roller 2. 
Note abstract and Fig. 2. Since the cleaning unit 14 is stationary and the toner 
supplying roller 1 1 rotates, the movement cause by friction must somehow shake a 
portion of the toner supplying roller 1 1 . Also, since there is a magnetic field created 
from magnetic generating means in the developing unit (magnets 16 and 12), the toners 
that are on the surface of the rollers would be in the form of toner brushes or furs. This 
is shown by Saha et al. et al. Saha et al. discloses that the magnetic carrier particles in 
the developer, under the influences of the magnets in the core of the applicator (roller), 
form fur-like hairs or chains extending from the roller sleeve or shell of the applicator. 
Note Saha et al., column 1 , line 67-column 2, line 4. 

Claims 1 , 7, 9, 10, 24, and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Bae (2004/0096246). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the eariier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
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the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 

Bae discloses a photoconductive medium 101; a developing roller 105; a 
developing unti frame 104; a toner receptacle 1 17; a toner supplying roller 106; and a 
cleaning unit 1 15 disposed at a position opposite to the predetermined nip between the 
developer roller 105 and the toner supplying roller 106. Note Fig. 2 and page 3, 
paragraph [0031], [0032], [00401, [0041], and [0046] - [0051]. 

Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37 CFR 1.55. See MPEP§ 201.15. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-6, 1 1 and 14-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 7, 9-1 3, and 21 -25 (in applicant's 
reply filed 1 1/8/2005) have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) 
of rejection. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Offlce action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
